It is seldom perfect, yet is nearly al- 
ways the last thing to give up the 
ghost of all human anatomy.

with an individual 


from the scarlatina, diphtheria, in- 
flammatory fever, chorea or tonsilitia 
of early childhood until he is 70 to 
SO odd years old. Yet that man may 
be carried off in the end by pneu- 
monia, tuberculosis or any other mal- 
ady than heart disease. 


Perhaps doctors and newspaper re- 


porters are responsible for the gen- 
eral fear of heart disease. 


Until within the lust 20 years or 


so, donors wore not vor\ particuiar 
al>out diagnosing a man's illness ac- 
ciiratc-ly. They were more bent on 
gratifying the public's desires for a 
prescription. 


If they did take so little industry 


and energy to diagnose a living per- 
son's sickness, there was still less use 
to worry themselves with a man sud- 
denly dead. - Therefore, it wa? a sim- 
ple matter to dismiss a sudden death 
or any other unexpected death by 
writing hastily "heart disease." Thus

and romancers 


took up the hue and 
cry and the 


stanch old heart, which sticketh to 
the last closer than a brother, became 
innocently accused of almost all the 
troubles due to Bright's disease, apo- 
plexy, hemorrhago of.the brain, pa- 
resis and other diseases. 


There are thousands of the best 


doctors, who have practiced medicine 
from twenty to thirty years, who 
have honestly never seen any one die 
of uncomplicated heart disease. 


Acute septic endocarditis in chil- 


dren sometimes results unhappily. 
This particular ailment, however, is 
more an infectious disease, which 
incidentally -deposits nests of the 
Virulent bacteria upon the lining- oil 
the heart muscle. It is due to strep- 
tococci, staphylococci or other g-ernu 
which enter the blood and othei 
tissues by way of diseased tonsils, 
teeth, throat, nose, lungs or stomach 


This malady, true enough, involves
